Applicant has elected Group II invention, claim 2. Claims 4-7 drawn to the 



elected invention has been examined with Group II invention. 



Claims 1 and 3 have been withdrawn to the non-elected inventions.

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 



Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the microorganism as claimed 
is considered to be a product of nature. Applicant may amend the claim to exclude a 
product of nature by the addition of — an isolated — ; — biologically purified — or any 
other language to exclude products of nature. 



5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 2 and 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention 
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pertaining to the strain, see the following requirements to be in full compliance with the 
U.S. Rules of Deposits: 

It is apparent that the strain is required to practice the claimed invention(s) as 
recited in the claims. As a required element it must be known and readily available to the 
public or obtainable by a repeatable method set forth in the specification. If it is not so 
obtainable or available, the enablement requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
may be satisfied by a deposit of strain. See 37 C. F. R. 1 .802. 

The specification does not provide a repeatable method for obtaining the 
strain and it does not appear to be a readily available material. Deposit of strain would 
satisfy the enablement requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112. If a deposit has been made, 
Applicant is required to meet the necessary criteria of the deposit rules in accordance with 
37 CFR 1.801 -37 CFR 1.809. 

If a deposit has not been supplied or made under the Budapest Treaty, then 
an affidavit or declaration by Applicants or someone associated with the patent owner who 
is in a position to make such assurances, or a statement by an attorney of record over his 
or her signature, stating that the deposit has been made under the terms of the Budapest 
Treaty and that all restrictions imposed by the depositor on the availability to the public 
of the deposited material will be irrevocably removed upon the granting of a patent, 
would satisfy the deposit requirements, See 37 CFR 1 .808. 

If a deposit is not made under the terms of the Budapest Treaty, then an 
affidavit or declaration by Applicants or someone associated with the patent owner who is 
in a position to make such assurances, or a statement by an attorney of record over his or 
her signature, stating that the deposit has been made at an acceptable depository and that 
the following criteria have been met: 

a) during the pendency of the application, access to the 
deposit will be afforded to one determined by the Commissioner to be entitled thereto; 

b) all restrictions imposed by the depositor on the 
availability to the public of the deposited material will be irrevocably removed upon the 
granting of a patent; 

c) the deposit will be maintained for a term of at least thirty 
(30) years and at least five (5) years after the most recent request for the furnishing of a 
sample of the deposited material; 

d) a viability statement in accordance with the provisions 

of 37 CFR 1.807; 



and 
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e) the deposit will be replaced should it become 
necessary due to inviability, contamination or loss of capability to function n the manner 
described in the specification. 

In addition, the identifying information set forth in 37 CFR 1.809(d) should 
be added to the specification, See 37 CFR 1 .803-37 CFR 1 .809 for additional explanations 
of these requirements. 

The only requirement that Applicant is missing is a one-sentence statement 

pertaining to the availability of the strain as noted in (b). 

all restrictions imposed by the depositor on the availability 
to the public of the deposited material will be irrevocably removed upon 

the granting of a patent. 

With the above statement, the above rejection will be withdrawn. 



6. Claims 4-7 will be objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims drawn to the elected species. 

7. There is a question as the prior art strain indicated on page 16 which 
recites that "IBN-H4 strain was shown to have 100% homology with Bacillus cereus IAM 
12605T (see Table 5)..." as to the article or journal pertaining to this strain. Applicant is 
requested to submit further information pertaining to this strain.
